fore the senate and debate on it can 
be started at any time. 
Reed said he 
would demand action on the measure 
today. 
Administration leaders who Im 
proved the week end by selling in 
touch with the president, found him 
unsympathetic to their appeals 
for 
help, it was understood. 
The presi­ 
dent is unlikely to vary his position,

the private apartment once occupied 
by the young queen.

It is frankly admitted that the 
carr] Is intended simply to C-.ow, 
J a n e ' s wraith looks like when 
photographed. 
It will be remembered that Jane 
Seymour, Henry VIII’s third wife, was 
married by this Bluebeard monarch 
the day after the execution of his sec­ 
ond wife, Anne Boleyn, in May, 1536. 
Jan e Seymour was then barely twenty 
years old. 
Hampton Court is one <»f 
the largest of the royal palaces of 
England, Is of brick with crenellated 
walls, and was built by Cardinal W ol­ 
sey in 1515 as a gift to Henry VHI. 
More than eight hundred of the thou­ 
sand-odd rooms are today occupied by 
members of the British aristocracy 
who are lodged there gratuitously by 
the crown. 
It would appear from 
this that if the ghost of poor Jane 
Seymour still haunts the corridors of 
Hampton Court it runs tin* risk of en­ 
countering plenty of living persons.

New York—An event In Iva Twat - 
lantie shipping (ft current Interest 
to the people of 'Minnesota is the re­ 
cent maiden voyage of the largest 
transatlantic passenger Britt to be 
built in a British shipyard this year, 
which bears the name of Minnetonka. 
for one of Minnesota’s most beautiful 
lakes. 
I .ast year the owners of this vessel, 
the Atlantic Transport I.Inr of New 
York and London, brought out a 
similar shin, which was named Minn* 
wasts*. 
This name also, as 
most 
Americans know, is that of a Uke In 
Minnesota. The ships coat more than 
$6,000,000 each. 
The reasons prompting the steam­ 
ship company to give its new vessels 
--Which arc of the luxury liner type 
—the names of lakes in an American 
state far from the sea, reveal the 
effect of sentiment in business. 
Be­ 
fore the world war the line built up 
a large following with ships distill 
guished by Indian names. 
It was 
found that such names appealed to 
Americans, who had no difficulty In 
remembering them. 
The original ships having been lost 
by enemy Action In the war, the com 
pany has decided to give their names 
to new’ vessels as they are built to 
replace them. 
All the names begin 
with the prefix “Minne” from the 
Dakota 
tongue, 
meaning 
water. 
Kames reserved for future ships of 
the line are Minnehaha and Minne­ 
apolis, both having been borne by 
liners that were lost in the war. 


Before naming Its two new liners. 
Which are largr vessels, of 21.7(H) tons 
each, the Atlantic Transport 
Line 
made careful inquiry ah to the mean­ 
ing of the names, and the history’ of 
the lakes to which they pertained, in 
order to place the information before 
travelers of European countries who 
are unfamiliar with American Indian 
names. 
It was found that I,akr Mlnne- 
waska at one time bore an Indian 
name meaning Dish Lake, because of 
its being in a low basin. 
By net of 
legislature, hi ISAT, It was officially 
named Minnewaaka. The Indian name 
of I .ake Minnetonka was madr Its 
official name by Governor Ramsey in 
1862. 
The region about both lakes was 
formerly 
inhabited 
by 
Sioux 
and 
Chippewa 
Indians, both of 
whom 
spoke the Dakota language. 
Dr. Melvin 
R. 
Gilmore, of the 
Museum of the American Indian, N<-» 
York, 
says, 
“Without 
doubt 
tbr 
names Minnetonka and Minnetonka 
arr from the Dakota language. 
In 
both names the element “minne” is a 
variation of spelling of the Dakota 
word 
for 
water, 
which 
is 
tnia*.

“The meaning of the second name, 
Minnetonka, is obvious being clearly

New York—An event in tvaneai 
lantic shipping df current Interest 
to the people of 'Minnesota Is the re­ 
cent maiden voyage of the largest 
tr.-msatlantic passenger liner to he 
built in a British shipyard this year, 
which hears the name of Minnetonka, 
for one of Minnesota's most beautiful 
lakes. 
Last year the owners of this vessel, 
the Atlantic Transport Line of New 
York and London, brought out a 
similar ship, which was named Minnc- 
waska. 
This name also, as 
most 
Americans know, is that of a lake in 
Minnesota. The ships cost more'than 
$6,000,000 each. 
The reasons prompting the steam­ 
ship company to give its new vessels 
—Which are of the luxury liner type 
—the names of lakes In an American 
state far from the sea, reveal the 
effect of sentiment in business. 
Be­ 
fore the world war the line built up 
a large following with ships distin­ 
guished by Indian names. 
It was 
found that such names appealed to 
Americans, who had no difficulty 
remembering them. 
The original ships having been lost 
by enemy action in the war, the com­ 
pany has decided to give their names 
to new- vessels as they are built to 
replace them. 
All the names begin 
with the prefix “Minne” from the 
Dakota 
tongue, 
meaning 
water. 
Names reserved for future ships of 
the line are Minnehaha and Minne­ 
apolis, both having been borne by 
liners that were lost in the war.

Before naming Its two new liners, 
which are large vessels, of 21,700 tons 
each, the Atlantic Transport 
Line 
made careful inquiry as to the mean­ 
ing of the names, and tile history of 
the lakes to which they pertained, in 
order to place the information before 
travelers of European countries who 
are unfamiliar with American Indian 
names. 
It was found that I^ike Mlnne- 
waska at one time bore an Indian 
name meaning Dish Lake, because of 
its being in a low basin. 
By act of 
legislature, in 1883, it was officially 
named Minnewaska. The Indian name 
of la k e Minnetonka was made its 
official name by Governor Ramsey in 
1862. 
The region about both lakes was 
formerly 
inhabited 
by 
Sioux 
and 
Chtnprwa 
Indians, both of 
whom 
spoke the Dakota language. 
Dr. Melvin R. Gilmore, of the 
Museum of the American Indian, New 
York, 
says, 
“Without 
doubt 
fbi* 
names Mmnexcaska and Minnetonka 
arc from the Dakota language. 
In 
both names the element “minne” is a 
variation of spelling of the Dakota 
word 
for 
water, 
which 
is 
mini. 
Mini-wa-ska-ya 
has 
the 
meaning 
"water which becomes white.” 
The 
rJTiite man omits the suffix "pa. ’ 
“Tile meaning of the second name, 
Minnetonka, is obvious being clearly 
from mini, the Dakota 
word 
for 
water, and tanka, the Dakota word 
for large or great.”
